There is special interest here 
in tha silver market, particalerly 
owing to the present uncertain 
stage of quotations, and the com- 
parative cheapness of the dollar. 
One might yayof silver, “to fall 
or‘not to fafl, that is the. ques- 
tion,” with due spologies +o the 
memory of the graat mad whose 
pbrase is thus parodied. And, 
unfortunately, it seems as if the 
question is to remain unanswered 
fora considerable time to come. 
The Chairman atthe Hongkong 
and Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion meeting on Saturday, after 
tracing the chief factors govern- 
ing the situation, put the position 
very aptly when be said: “There 
is noreliable data to enable us to 
form an opinion, s0 we shall keep 
on: open mind on the subject.”
